This contract 1s for the continuation of an integrated pest management program, which was implemented in
1990. The purpose of the program 1s to balance the City’s need for pest management with human health
and environmental concerns regarding pesticide use. The on-going goals of the program are to implement
non-toxic solutions for pest problems, standardize pesticide use among City departments, reduce use of
pesticides wherever possibie, and to increase the availlability of information to City personnel and citizens
regarding pesticides and City pesticide applicatton.

This contract wiil cover all pest control services, including termite services, for 80 facilities maintained by
the Building Services Division, including health centers, service centers, Austin Water Utlity facilities, the
Municipal Bullding, EMS stations, and the Municipal Court. The contractor will perform regular site
inspections at each facility to determine the type of treatment needed for both immed:ate concerns and for
prevention If chemical insecticides are recommended for a particutar site, the contractor must obtain the
approval of the department’s contract manager and follow all apphcable notification procedures for
employees and the pubhc. Service, depending on location, 1s either monthly or bi-weekly, with unlimited
call-backs
